Every day 
we read of the lynching, murdering and 
outraging of our people, \V» must rc- 
m%mber that this Is our country, and un- 
less we fight for our rights the foreign- 
ers will run us out, aa tho government 
has not protected and will not protect 
us, as we protected It in the time of 
"need. 
we ask-all-able-bodied colored' 


men to respond to this call, as they must 
have our aid at Spring Valley before ft 
p. m.. Tuesday, or they will slaughter the 
helpless women and children that are 
left. We have got to do mis. and we 
may as well die now as to die a year 
from now.

Italians Drl»e Defenieleit Negrott from 


Their Home*. 


Princeton. III.. Aug, "O.-The Italian 


miners of Spring Valley made an attei..pt 
to carijf out their resolution of yester- 
day to expel all the colored people re- 
maining- In the city and the result was 
one ot the most disgraceful outrages ever 
peipetrsAed In. Bureau county. Innocent 
women and children were driven from 
their homes, abused, insulted and their 
trunks and ^belongings dragged about «m» 
despoiled. The affair outside of Spring 
Valley has created a sensation and the 
news spread rapidly. Condemnation of 
the pioocedlngs are coming from every 
quarter. The "location" presented a dis- 
mal scene during the latter part of tho 
day. wagons were hurrying about gath- 
ering up household goods and carrying 
them off on all the principal highways. 
During- part of the time Mo'rtln Delmargo. 
the Italian mayor, accompanied by sev- 
eral t'»llan tn«F>ber» ot the pollc*. »er« 
on the giounds watching "the proceeding.. 
Mayor Delmargo ««ld he was there to see 
that the negioes got away peaceably, but 
if this was his purpose he did not ac- 
complish what he went for. Govemor 
Altgeld has Interested himself In the 
matter, and It Is hoped by the friends of 
law and order that th* rol*» of mob law 
tn 3urlng Valley will soon be at an end. 
At' 4 o'clock this afternoon. Sheriff Clark 
of Princeton received a message fr<yn 
him. In It the Governor asked for In- 
fo.matlon on tho subject, and -wished to 
know what was being- done by the officers 
of the law.
